HIDEOUS CRIME, 



Terrible Experience of Sailors — Eev- 
eral Lost Their Lives. 



An Entire Family Murdered and the 
Dwelling Set on Fire. 



Highland Light, Mass., Dec. 12. — 
Four of the 20 members of the crew 
of the Boston fishing schooner Fish 
Hawk lost their lives Saturday night' 
after deserting their vessel which had 
struck and was pounding heavily on 
Peaked Hill bars at the north end of 
Cape Cod. Five others, including 
Capt. Bly, who followed their four 
companions, over the side, had a se- 
vere six hours tussle against a freez- 
ing sea and gale in a small dory, but 
managed to reach Provincetown har- 
bor. The deaths and suffering would 
have been avoided had all stayed by= 
their vessel, whiclvhad a miraculous 
escape and four hours later was safely 
anchored in Provincetown harbor. 

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 12. — The three- 
masted schooner Montana, Capt. 
Boyce, from New York for Charleston, 
S. C., with a cargo of salt (or probably 
coal), stranded at 11 p. m. Saturday 
night at Pea Island, N. C., life saving 
station, 50 miles north of Capt Hat- 
teras, during a heavy northerly gale. 
Within 20 minutes after the vessel 
stranded she was so full of water that 
the crew, consisting of Capt. Boyce 
and six men, were forced to take to 
the rigging, where they remained un- 
til 2 p. m. Sunday, when six of the 
seven men were rescued by crews of 
Pea Island, New Inlet and Bodies Is- 
land life saving stations. One man, 
Henry Edwards, was frozen to death 
and was lashed in the rigging in such 
a manner that he could not be reached 
and his body is still aboard the ship, 
hanging in the rigging, head downward. 

The rescued crew are now at the 
Pea Island life saving station. Great 
difficulty was experienced in landing , 
the crew owing to the fact that the 
vessel had sunk and a heavy sea was 
running at the time. The freezing 
weather hampered the work of rescue 
and the seamen were so overcome by 
exposure and exhaustion that only two 
of the men in the rigging were able to 
assist in hauling the whip line aboard 
the vessel. 

New York, Dec. 12. — With her bow 
itove in, the marine telegraph disa- 
bled and forward windlass twisted, the 
Belgravia, of the Hamburg-Amerlcan 
line, arrived from Cuxhaven Sunday 
with tales of a six-hour experience in 
a hurricane that threw 1,200 of her 
1,870 steerage passengers into a panic 
December 6, The 1,200 Polish and 
Russian refugees were sent here 
by London societies. According -to 
TJapt. Magin, on Tuesday afternoon the 
Belgravia ran^ into a hurricane, the 
force of which could not be measured 
by the wind registering gage. Capt. 
Magin estimated that at its height 
there was a wind velocity of 120 miles 
an hour. ' j 

A great wave swept over the bow ; 
of the vessel at midnight of the 6th, 
tearing out the shield, demolishing the 
marine telegraph, tearing away the 
starboard hawse port forward and 
smashing the windlass. It was then 
that the fear below decks, which had 
been continuous, arose to panic. 

New York, Dec. 12. — Bringing re- 
ports of heavy seas and long contin- 
ued stormy w'eather, the ocean liners 
that were detained outside the bar by 
Saturday’s snow storm came into port 
Sunday morning. There were eight 
steamers, including the New York, the 
Lucania', the Hanover and the Belgra- 
via in this storm-bound fieet, and de- 
layed on board them were 521 cabin 
passengers and 4,934 steerage passen- 
gers. 

The Lucania had a tempestuous voy- 
age of six days, six hours and 58 min- 
utes from Queenstowns, and was then 
delayed outside the bar 16 hours. 



Estimates For Diplomatic and 
Consular Service. 



Augusta, Ga., Dec. 9. — A special 
from Edgefield, S. C., says: A most 

hideous crime occurred at Trenton on 
Wednesday night, equal in horror to 
the Statesboro affair, if the generally 
accepted theory be true that the vic- 
tims were murdered before the house 
was fired. At 5 o’clock Thursday 
morning the residence of B. B. Hughes, 
centrally located in the town, was dis- 
covered to be on fire. Neighbors rush- 
ed the scene, but the fire had pro- 
gressed so far that entrance’ to the 
house was impossible. As soon as the 
fire had died down searchers found the 
charred and almost unrecognizable 
bodies of the entire family, consisting 
of Mr. Hughes, his wife Eva and two 
young daughters, Emmie, aged 19, and 
Hattie, 14 years of age. Mr. Hughes’ 
body lay just below where had been 
situated the door leading from his 
room to the hall with a bullet hole 
through his head. A pistol with one 
empty chamber lay nearby. Part of 
his charred clothes were on his per- 
son, showing that he was dressed at 
the time he met death. The body of 
his wife was on the bed springs while 
those of the young ladies were simi- 
larly situated. 

The skulls of these three were crush- 
ed as if hit by an ax or some blunt 
Instrument. The bodies occupied a 
most natural position with nothing to 
indicate a struggle, showing that they 
had been killed in sleep. 

A coroner’s jury: was impaneled but 
as yet no testimony has been taken, 
it being thought best to await further 
developments. It Was said that three 
tracks were discovered leading from 
the field up to the rear of the house. 
The county bloodhounds were secured 
and put on the trail, but this has avail- 
ed nothing. One theory is that the 
house was entered for the purpose of 
robbery. 

Excitement runs high, but nothing 
rash will be done. Upon the request 
of Solicitor Thurmond, Gov. Heyward 
has offered a reward for the apprehen- 
sion of the guilty parties.

Washingtoi\, Dec. 10. — In the esti- 
mate for the diplomatic and consular 
service forwarded to congress by ’Sec- 
retary Hay, through the treasury de- 
partment, recommendations are made 
for increases in the salaries of a large 
number of officials in the service. It 
Is recommended that the salary of the 
minister to Argentina be increased $2,- 
000, that of the minister resident to 
Liberia $3,500, and that provision be 
made for a minister to Roumania and 
Servia and one for Greece and Monte- 
negro and for a consular agent at Bul- 
garia. Increased salaries are recom- 
mended for the secretaries of legation 
to Turkey and Switzerland. A third 
secretary is proposed for the legation 
to Italy and Austria and new consu- 
lates at the following places at the 
salaries named: Alexandria, $2,500; 

Belgrade, Servia, $3,000 ; Bucharest, 
Roumania, $3,000; Carlsbad, Austria, 
$2,000; Sandokan, Brith, North Bor- 
neo, $3,000, and a consulate general at 
Teheran, Persia, at $3,000..— An in- 
creased allowance of $2,000 for bring- 
ing home criminals is asked, also $50,- 
000 for carrying on the work of delim- 
iting the boundary line between the 
United States and Canada. 

In recommending the increase for 
the minister to Argentine, Mr. Hay 
submits a letter written from Buenos 
Ayres by Mr. Barrett, while minister 
to that country, saying: 

“After being here five days and 
pricing a hundred things from house 
rent down to a collar, I am convinced 
that this is one of the most expensive, 
if not the most expensive capitals in 
the world.” 

Houses that rent for $250 a month 
in Washington, he said, are held at 
$350 there. He quoted prices of a list 
of articles as obtained at a depart- 
ment store in Buenos Ayres, among 
which the prices of linen shirts are 
given at $44 to $66 gold per dozen. 
Mr. Barrett said he paid $110 for a 
dozen that proved very inferior. 
Among other articles mentioned and 
prices were rubber boots, $13 to $35 
gold, derby hats $6.38, silk hats $13.20, 
with other things in proportion. In* 
creases were recommended in the sala- 
ries of a large number of consulates. 
Increases of $20,000 in the aggregate 
In allowance for clerk hire is recom* 
trended for 39 consular offices. 



London, Dec. 9. — The Daily Tele- 
graph’s correspondent before“Fort Ar- 
thur telegraphs that all of the Rus- 
sian battleships and cruisers, together 
with the gunboats Giliak and Fusad- 
neck, were sunk or destroyed and that 
only the torpedo boat destroyers re- 
main intact. 

According to special dispatches from 
Tokio and Shanghai giving unofficial 
reports, the crews of all the Russian 
war vessels in the harbor of Port Ar- 
thur were landed and apparently no 
effort was made to move the vessels. 
The Japanese will now turn their at- 
tention tc the torpedo boat destroy- 
ers and when these have been destroy- 
ed the guns will be directed against 
steamers and transports in the harbor. 

The same correspondent states that 
Russians at Port Arthur on December 
7, resumed mine clearing operations, 
presumably to enable the torpedo boat 
destroyers to attempt to escape and 
join the Baltic squadron. 

London, Dec. 10. — The Daily Tele- 
graph’s Tien-Tsin correspondent re- 
ports that Gen. Oku, after a three 
days’ artillery engagement, drove the 
Russians on Sunday out of the small 
lofty island of Gushan, in the river, 
ten miles north of Liao Yang. The 
Russians, it is addei abandoned a 
quantity of supplies and several guns 
and retired to a position eight miles 
northwest from whence they heavily 
bombarded the Japanese, setting fire, 
on Tuesday, to kerosene storehouses 
and causing a great confiagration 
which did not cease till Wednesday. 
The Japanese are still gallantly hold- 
ing the island with a handful of men. 
Their casualties, it is alleged, number 
6 , 000 . 

According to the Morning Post’s 
Shanghai dispatches the Port Arthur 
forces, with the exception of those 
manning the forts, have already re- 
treated to Laotie mountain.

Annual Report of Postmaster 
General Robert J. Wynne. 
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Economy and Strict Accountability 
Have Been Enforced in All 
Branches of the Servioe, 

Says the Report. •

j Washington, Dec. 12. — The annual 
report of Postmaster General Robert 
.1. Wynne was made public Sunday. It 
records a year of most successful ad- 
ministration. 

Postal revenues have increased. Sal- 
utary changes in the classification of 
the mails have been carried out great- 
ly to the benefit of the service. 
Amendments to regulations facilitat- 
ing the handling of mercantile pack- 
ages in bulk have been put into effect. 
At home and abroad postal facilities 
have been extended. Exchange of 
money orders with foreign countries 
has been simplified and cheapened. 
Parcels-post conventions were extend- 
ed to' European countries as an experi- 
ment with Germany five years ago. 
They Rave been extended to Japan and 
the British colony of Hong-Kong to 
meet changes of trade conditions in 
the far east; also to Norway. 

Economy and strict accountability 
have been enforced in all branches of 
the service. While the so-called de- 
ficit of $8,779,492 — that is to say, the 
excess of expenditures over receipts — 
is greater by $4,219,447 than for the 
fiscal year 1903, it must be borne in 
mind that the expenditure authorized 
for the extension and maintenance of 
the rural free delivery service during 
the past fiscal year was $4,902,237 
greater than the preceding year. 

For facility of reference ' the chief 
recommendations contained in this re- 
port requiring action of congress to 
give them effect are here summar- 
ized; 

That proper legislation be enacted 
to acquire the title of block No. 324 
in the city of Washington, for the pur- 
pose of erecting an annex to the post 
office department building. 

An amendment to existing law so as^ 
to provide for the termination of offi- 
cial bonds of post office officials. 

That third and fourth class mail 
matter be consolidated at the rate of 
postage now paid on third class mail 
matter — 1 cent for each 2 ounces. 

That consideration be given to the 
recommendation that congress fix a 
rate of 3 cents per pound, or any frac- 
tional part" thereof, on packages not 
exceeding 5 pounds mailed at the dis- 
tributing iKjst office of any rural free 
delivery route for delivery to a patron 
on said route. This to apply only to 
packages deposited at the local post 
office for delivery to patrons on routes 
emanating from that office, and not to 
mail transmitted from one office to an- 
other. 

• That the inter-state commerce law 
be amended to prohibit telegraph and 
express companies, or any of their em- 
ployes, from aiding and abetting in 
the gteen-goods or lottery swindles or 
any other scheme carried on partly 
by mail and partly by common carrier, 
in violation of the postal laws. 

That the office of the assistant at- 
torney general for the post office de- 
partment be made presidential, and 
the salary attached thereto increased 
to $5,000 per dnnum. 

That the appropriation of $5,000, 
provided for the publication of the 
opinions of the assistant attorney gen- 
eral for the post office department, bo 
Increased to $15,000. 

That congress consider the proprie- 
ty of granting an annuity to railway 
post office clerks who are permanently 
disabled in the line of duty. 

To provide penalties for the sending 
of dangerous or desfructive objects or 
mafter in the mails. 

That penalty be provided for the use 
of counterfeit postmarking stamp.s for 
the improper certification of pension 
vouchers or for any other purposse. 

That the establishment or mainte- 
nance of private letter boxes without 
authorizaition of the post office depart- 
ment be prohibited. 1

been in the Tombs since last Thurs- 
day night, on a charge of aiding and 
abetting bank officials in the embez- 
zlement of $12,500. She was held un- 
der $15,000 bail. A person, who is 
in a position to know the various 
moves in the Chadwick case, in an in- 
terview said, Sunday: 

“Despite all reports to the contrary, 
no active efforts have been made to 
obtain bail for Mrs. Chadwick in this 
city. There are plenty of people here 
who would sign her bond if asked, but 
the fact is, it is not deemed advisable 
for Mrs. Chadwick to leave the city 
prison at present. If she were releas- 
ed on bail the government could de- 
mand 24 hours in which to examine 
her surety. Meanwhile the govern- 
ment attorneys , could telegraph the 
Cleveland authorities and before the 
24 hours had expired could have addi- 
tional charges sent here, so that it 
would be necessary to procure new bail. 

“This proceedure could be carried 
out as long as the government officials 
thought they had charges. Again, 
there might come a conflict in author- 
itj'. A county grand jury might find 
an indictment 'against Mrs. Chadwick 
and then the matter of extradition 
would come up in a different light 
from any yet suggested.” 

Cleveland, O., Dec. 12. — According to 
the most accurate estimate of the es- 
tate of Mrs. Chadwick that is possible, 
before the receiver has investigated 
her assets and reported his findings 
to the court, her creditors as a whole 
will receive about one and one-half 
mills on the dollar. What lends addi- 
tional interest to this showing, from 
the creditors’ standpoint, is that one 
man. Iri Reynolds, will receive the 
whole of the assets visible at the pres- 
ent time. There may be funds in re- 
serve somewhere, as there may be ad- 
ditional creditors who have not yet an- 
nounced that Mrs. Chadwick is indebt- 
ed to them, but it is not expected by 
hankers and attorneys of this city, 
who have the greatest knowledge of 
her affairs that any more large loans 
will be developed. 

The extent of her operations is now 
believed to be approximately as fol- 
lows: 

Secured from Citizens’ National 
bank of Oberliu, and various sources 
in and about Lorain county, Ohio, 
$500,000. 

Borrowed from Herbert D. Newton, 
$190,000. 

Borrowed from business men in 
Pittsburg, $500,000. 

Total. $1,190,000. 

Against this stands security of 
known value on one note amounting 
to $1,800, which is held by Iri Rey- 
nolds. 

The amount of money received by 
Mrs. Chadwick in Pittsburg may run 
a.s high as $800,000, but it is believed 
that a portion of this sum is a bonus 
promised by her for an original loan 
of at least $.500,000. Her creditor 
there figures that she is indebted to 
him for the larger amount, while she 
has admitted that she owes $500,000. 

Secretary Iri Reynolds,, of the Wade 
Park bank, declared Sunday night that 
his implicit belief in the statements 
made to him by Mrs. Chadwick in 
which she declared herself to be the 
daughter of Andrew Carnegie, was the 
impelling cause of his financial deal- 
ing with her. 

“She told me,” said Mr. Rejmolds, 
“that she was the illegitimate daugh- 
ter of Andrew Carnegie, and I believ- 
ed her. 1 never doubted her story un- 
til on the occasion of my last visit to 
New York, when Mr. Squire came to 
me and declared that all the securities 
she had given me as the notes of An- 
drew Carnegie were worthless. It was 
only then that I doubted her. Before 
that I had refused to say anything 
about her or her affairs because I 
deemed it my duty to protect her in 
the story of her birth as she had give 
it to me.” 
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Should She Be Held For the Federal 
Grand Jury One of the Greatest 
Legal Battles in Years 
Will Follow. 
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New York, Dec. 9. — Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick Thursday night occupied 
one of the scantily furnished cells in 
ihe Tombs. After a fruitless search 
ail day for $15,000 bail, her attorneys 
gave up the fight Thur.sday night, and 
Philip Carpenter, her chief counsel, 
stood in the corridor of the Federal 
building at 9 o’clock when United 
States Marshal Henkel threw open the 
double doors of his office and led the 
woman out on the way to prison. 

To add to her cup of w’oe, it was 
learned Thursday night that a charge 
of forgery would very likely be made 
against the woman in Ohio, based on 
the Carnegie notes and other papers 
given as securities for loans. 

Cleveland, O., Dec. 9. — County Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Keeler received this 
message, signed “Andrew Carnegie,” 
Thursday: 

"Never signed such notes. Have no 
notes out. Have not issued a note in 
many j'ears. Hope you can arrange to 
execute affidavit here.” 

San Francisco, Dec. 9. — Mrs. Alice 
M. York, who resides at 1030 Geary 
street, claims to be Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick’s sister, and she states that 
Mrs. Chadwick is identical with Mine. 
Devere, who served a term in__the Ohio 
peniteneiary for forgery. Mrs. York, 
who is a widow with two daughters, 
tame here 18 months ago from Cleve- 
land. 

New York, Dec. 10. — After a day 
full of disagreement with her counsel 
as to whether she should waive exam- 
ination and go to Cleveland. Mrs. 
Chadwick finally consented to remain 
another night in the Tombs, but ex- 
pressed the hope that she might leave 
there Saturday. 

He also declined to discuss the re- 
port from Cleveland to the effect that 
the securities which have been held 
by Iri Reynolds for Mrs. Chadwick 
were valueless. Mr. Carpenter was 
asked to make a statement regarding 
the nature of the securities in view' of 
the fact that the report said that while 
their face value was $5,000,000, the 
actual value w'as nothing. He was al- 
so asked to explain the method by 
which his client had induced iMr. Rey-, 
nolds and others to accept the alleged 
worthless papers at their face value. 
His only reply was, “I have absolutely 
nothing whatever to say in regard to 
the matter.” 

Cleveland, O., Dec. 10. — After hear- 
ing tw'o witnesses in the Chadwick 
case the grand jury adjourned Friday 
afternoon until Monda.v morning. The 
witnesses Friday were L. T. Whitney, 
a director, and A. B. Spear, cashier of 
the Citizens’ National bank of Ober- 
lin. At the end of the hearing Prose- 
cutor Keeler said the teslimony gave 
him jurisdiction in the alleged for- 
gery case because the notes were ne- 
gotiated in this county. Friday’s hear- 
ing was brief because of the non-ar- 
rival of w'itnesses, the most impor- 
tant of which was C. T. Beckwith, 
president of the Citizens’ National 
bank, who was unable to be present 
because of illness. Prosecutor Keeler- 
hopes that he will be able to appear 
-Monday. Another important witness 
expected Monday is Receiver Lyon, of 
the Oberlin bank. 

New York, Dec. 12. — From present

The Method of Purifying Wa- 
On examining the

The 
reservoir was not a large one, being 
of about 25,000,000 cubic gallons ca- 
pacity-just what was wanted for the 
first test. .4.S the algRe were so dense, 
he decided to give the rather strong 
dose of 1 to 4,000,000. The experiment 
was made in July, 1903. 

The only apparatus required was 
some coarse sacks and a rowboat. 
About 200 pounds of the blue vitriol 
were placed in the sacks and hung 
from the stern of the boat. Then the 
boat was rowed up and down, back- 
ward and forward across the reservoir 
for several hours,*covering every part 
of the surface in order that the cop- 
per should be evenly distributed. The 
crystals were soon dissolved, and the 
party returned to the shore. Dr. 
Moore knew that the small amount of 
copper used was so thoroughly dis- 
tributed that it could not make the 
water dangerous to drink; but would 
it be strong enough to destroy the 
foul-.smelling plants in the water? At 
first the smell grew w’orse, but he was 
not particularly alarmed as he had 
expected that the commotion made in 
the w'ater would break up many of the 
tiny sacs and liberate the oil.

Valuable Mauscripts Belating to the 
Early Colonial Times Discov- 
ered'ln England. 



COMPLETELY CURED. 



Dr. Charles Andrews, professor of 
history at Bryn Mawr college, recently 
returned to his home in Hartford. Conn., 
from England, where he has made some 
very valuable discoveries of manuscript 
in the record office there relating to 
the early history of this country. About 
$6,000 was appropriated recently by the 
Carnegie institute for research along 
this line, which was undertaken by Dr. 
Andrews. He said that matter was 
scattered about in different depart- 
ments, but that there was an enormous 
amount of manuscript hidden away that 
dealt entirely with early colonial his- 
tory here. 

Dr. Andrews discovered in the 
colonial office alone about 2,000 to 2,500 
volumes of manuscripts. The admir- 
alty. treasury, war, home and foreign 
offices each had some. There was also 
important material in the courts of law 
relating to the charters, writs issued, 
etc. 

Dr. Andrew’s confined himself in re- 
search to the period betw’een 1606, the 
starting of the Virginia colony, and 
1783, the treaty of Paris.

Moore tested it a few hours after the 
dose was applied and found no trace of 
the copper remaining. 

It cost $12.50 to purify the reservoir, 
the only item of expense being the 
blue vitriol, which cost about 6 or 7 
cents a pound. The town, which had 
been spending thousands of dollars 
each year ineffectually, has ,ad no fur- 
ther trouble. 

After this successful experiment. Dr. 
Moore attacked larger reservoirs, with 
equal success. In the fall of 1903 ue 
sterilized a basin of 600,000,000 gallons 
in Massachusetts, formerly a part of 
the water supply system of boston. At 
ihat time the water contained 10,000 
organisms to the cubic centimeter. 
After the treatment he could not dis- 
cover a single organism. This year 
only from 30 to 60 to the centimeter 
were found, and a very slight dose has 
killed these. The largest reservoir in 
the world can be treated in the same 
way. When a very large surface has 
to be covered, it is better to use sev- 
eral boats, or, perhaps, a small launch, 
in order that every part of the reser- 
voir may be evenly treated. The 
treatment costs from 50 to 60 cents 
per million gallons. July is the best 
month to kill algae. The organisms 
are then, so to speak, most relaxed, 
as they have not yet formed their 
spores and hardened themselves for 
the winter. All algae are not equally 
•sensitive to solution, ' so that the 
strength of the dose varies w’ith the 
different species.
